DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
1 . Claims 46, 48-49 and 52-57 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, 
as failing to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one 
skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and/or use the invention. 

a. The applicant is claiming that additional tool is being used in combination 
with the device to actuate. However, this tool is not shown in the drawings nor 
discussed in the specification. 



1. Claims 46, 48-49 and 52-57 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

a. The following claims do not futher limit the actual device by modify the 
workpiece. Claims 46, 48-49 and 52-57 add limitations to the workpiece which is 
not part of the device by instead is really part of the workpiece. 

b. Claims 44-45 depend on a canceled claim which means that they do not 
have proper antecedent basis. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 



2. Claims 34-42, 44-46, 48-49 and 52-57 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as 

being anticipted by Begin (6434807). 

Begin discloses a tool having a second jaw (36) which is stationary with a 
retainer (32), a first jaw (48) with a recess, an actuator (32) which hand operated 
and/or a machine operated actuator and this tool is clamp. The actuator 32 is 
actuated by a wrench of any construction fitting the head being powered or 
conventional especially since it is not part of the invention but merely a inherent 
use.

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 4-9, 12-25, and 29 are allowed. 
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Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

a. New rejections have been applied to the amended claims as well as new 
112 rejections. 

b. The allowable subject matter has been changed in view of the new art 
found. 

c. The 1 1 2 rejections in regard to claim 46 and dependents still stands. The 
rejection stand because the invention is not what is used to turn or actuate the 
tool but the tools itself. Any fastener head can be turned by a wrench or powered 
wrench notoriously known in the art and/or a socket set combined with a 
powered or wrench tool.
